So I 
stressed but two facts: The first 
was that we were at war, engaged 
in a desperate conflict in defense 
of freedom The second fact was 
that the men lying in the fox 
holes, fighting on the. sea, fight- 
ing in the air—your own sons, 
dear ones and comrades—needed 
the arms, the production, which 
the working men and women of 
America alone could provide. 
Into those messages I put all 
| the fervor of a man who writes 
‘what is close to his heart. But 
the response was more—far 
more—than' ever could be 
stirred by one man’s appeal. Let 
me say now, plainly and clearly, 
the contribution that free 
merican labor made to the win- 
ng of the war was beyond all 
calculation. 
This you have proved for all 
’ time: Free labor can outwork, 
‘out-produce, out-earn and out-

This decision seemed to have 
been taken by the Eisenhower ad- 
visers in the face of the general’s 
evident distaste for McCarthy’s 
criticism of Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall. In a Senate speech, Mce- 
Carthy said Marshall, who helped 
elevate Eisenhower to five-star 
rank, had participated in a con- 
spiracy against the country. 
General May Not Be Consulted. 

Eisenhower has said he will 
support all Republican nominees 
to Congress, but that did not im- 
ply that he would give blanket 
suport to their views. Advisers 
who won this concession from 
him intimated the general would 
not be consulted directly about 
McCarthy’s campaigning. 

Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illi- 
nois, the general’s democratic op- 
ponent, has made much of Eisen- 
hower’s statement. Stevenson ap- 
parently will have additional 
chances to cite it. 

Eisenhower himself has not yet 
hit the Communist issue hard in 
campaign speeches, but he has 
mentioned it several times in ap- 
parent preparation for a later ma- 
jor address on the subject. 

Eisenhower flew to New York 
last night to address the Amerfi-

Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz was ‘re- 
vealed today ,to have taken a 
university student less than half 
his age as his third wife. 

The secret emerged when invi- 
tations were distributed for a 
palace reception for British For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden 
Thursday night. ‘They bore the 
heading, “Marshal Josip Broz 
Tito and Mrs. Jovanka Broz.” 

The only’ word officially was 
that “Mrs. Jovanka Broz is the 
marshal’s wife.” Private sources 
said the new Mrs. Tito is about 
25 years old. Tito is 60. 

The wedding was said to have 
taken place in early June. 

Tito’s first wife was a Russian 
whom he married while living in 
Russia during the Bolshevik rev- 
olution in 1917. She died, leav- 
ing Tito his elder son, Zarko. 

His second wife, Herta, was a 
wartime partisan fighter against 
the Nazis. They were divorced 
and she has been living with 
their son, Misha.

Since the Eisenhower - Taft 
meeting last week, Morse has 
made it clear he believes Taft's 
statements “compromised Eisen- 
hower in the eyes of many inde- 
pendent voters.” 

“Eisenhower won the nomina- 
tion as a progressive and consti- 
tutional liberal opposed to the 
Taft program,” Morse said. 

“If it was the Taft program we 
wanted at Chicago, we'd have 
nominated Taft,” he said. “And 
if it’s the Taft program we are 
campaigning upon, then we 
should have nominated Taft.” 

, Fears Taft Policies. 
_.“Tt’s not just in degree,” Morse 
said. “The Eisenhower and Taft 
foreign policies are almost com- 
pletely opposite. And I think 
that difference means the differ- 
ence between peace and war. 

' “The Taft program would cost 
us all our allies.” 

Similarly Morse said that if 
Eisenhower adopts the Taft do- 
mestic program, “then we're 
headed for an economic bust.”

“In the long run this will ac- 
centuate the political difficulties, 
since public opinion is less like- 
ly to accept the burdens imposed 
by NATO defense plans if there 
is no collective effort among the 
treaty partners themselves to 
cushion the impact of the burden 
and deal with the related eco- 
nomic and social problems. 

“NATO may therefcre have 
reached a critical stage in its de- 
velopment. In its advance toward 
its military objectives it has un- 
covered most of the hard eco- 
nomic questions but has avoided 
dealing with them. 

Importance of Decisions. 

“Since the solutions adopted 
for economic questidns will de- 
termine the base on which mili- 
tary development will rest, the 
method by which these problems 
are handled will also determine 
NATO’s future. 

“Thus far the treaty organiza- 
tion has moved largely in re- 
sponse to events, but it is now 
at a point where we must decide 
whether or not NATO is to serve 
as the central agency for han- 
dling the common economic prob- 
lems of the treaty partners which 
underlie the defense effort. 

The treaty itself provides for 
economic co-operation among 
members, Spofford points out. 
~ "In fact,” he s, “Article 
Il obligates the es to do 
just what the logic of develop- 
ments under treaty now 
seems to require them to do, that 
is, to ‘seek to eliminate conflict 

in their international economic 
policies and ... to encourage 
economic collaboration between 
any or all of them.’

Stevenson Constitution Day Text: 
Each Must Respect Others’ Rights 


SPRINGFIELD, IU., Sept. 17 (AP), 


Following is the text of the Constitution ‘pay statement 
issued last night by Gov. Adlai E, Stevenson, the Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee: 


HE observance of Constitution day affords a much-needed op- 
portunity for all of us not only to rededicate ourselves to the 
principles of the Constitution, but also to reflect upon the 
extent to which these principles are being observed in America 


The 10 amendments which make up the Bill of Rights are 
primarily concerned with protecting certain rights of citizens, 
such as freedom of speech and the right to a fair trial, against 
infringement by government. This is necessary and proper. For 
¢very power granted to government, there should be a safeguard 


But a citizen may well suffer the loss of these rights at the 
hand of a fellow citizen as well as at the hand of government. 
Does anyone have true freedom of speech when not only his 
views but his very character and reputation are to be subjected 
to irresponsible, distorted attack by others? 
guaranteed the right to a fair trial when society hears only the 
attack, and-judges him guilty until he proves himself innocent? 

It is true that the citizen finds, in our system of law, many 
safeguards against the deprivation of his rights or the defamation 
of his character by fellow citizens. 
of free speech and free thought are often eaten uway by an atmos- 
phere of fear and suspicion engendered by the irresponsibles—an 
atmosphere which is dangerous to men’s liberties, but which can- 
not be forbidden or cleared away by law alone. 

However the process occurs, the rights of a citizen are no 
less diminished, whether at the hands of government, of fellow 
citizens, or of society as a whole. The Constitution is not self- 
operating. The rights with which it is concerned cannot be pro- 
tected by the courts alone. The true preservation of these rights 
demands that every citizen respect the rights of others. 

The greatest threat to our Constitution is that of Commu- 
nism—a force which knows neither law nor principle, whose ex- 
ponents believe that means may be subordinated, and principles 
sacrificed, in order to achieve its ends. 

To meet that threat, all of us must strengthen the meaning 
of our Constitution, not merely with lip service, but by govern- 
ing our daily conduct in accordance with its principles.

Taft said he thought Ohio, In- 
diana, Illincis, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Michigan, Iowa would be 
safely in Republican hands, and 
that prospects also looked good 
in the far west, including Cali- 
fornia, where, he said, “Senator 
Nixon will be of tremendous 
help.” 

Taft thought there might be a 
good chance for Eisenhower to 
pick up two southern states, Tex- 
as and Louisiana, but was not as 
optimistic as the general regard- 
ing others.

EUROPEAN DISAGREEMENT 
—Eisenhower was a little sur-

HE .egg and ike, the biggest 
if not the best show on earth, 
has attracted large and atten- 
tive crowds throughout Indiana. 
Besides that now-famous egg 
with the 100 taxes on it, the Re- 


publican nominee fed his listeners 
a diet of general principles mixed 
with some elementary economics 
and flavored with a revivalist call 
for faith and the pioneer virtues. 

The general spoke off the cuff 
with a fluency and confidence not 
always apparent in the past. The 
fact is that the best speech he 
ever made was the impromptu one 
at the laying of the cornerstone 
of the Eisenhower foundation in 
his home town, Abilene. Especial- 
ly in the smaller midwest cities, 
so much like those of Kansas, he 
seemed to be trying to recapture 
the true crusading spirit in his 
campaign. 

The general’s high moral tone 
also represents a deliberate effort 
to turn a grave disadvantage into 
an advantage. 

Compared to the witty and ur- 
bane Adlai Stevenson, Eisenhower 
gets his effects by main strength 
and awkwardness. 

The contrast worries his advis- 
ers. Their answer is the attack 
upon Stevenson for his supposed 
levity which Ike and others are 
now making. Reporters have 
dubbed it the “don’t make me 
laugh” approach, 

Indiana Republicans and fre- 
porters say he will carry the 
state. They think he cannot pull 
Senator William E. Jenner in with 
him unless he wins by 100,000 
votes.

Senator Jenner, who . called

These are the points that strike 
this reporter; at any rate, at the 
conclusion of a preliminary cam- 
paign tour; and this is the case, 
in turn, because the continuation 
of the bitter battle for control of 
the Republican party looks like 
one of the. most. significant fea- 
tures of this election, at least out 
here in the Midwest. 


Power Struggle in Denver. 


In the period after the ‘conven- 
tion, this Republican power 
struggle was waged behind closed 
doors at the Eisenhower head- 
quarters in Denver, There was 
a moment then when Taft sup- 
porters almost seemed to have 
captured the right -to direct Ei- 
senhower’s campaign. 

National Committee Chairman 
Arthur Summerfield had brought 
in large number of such Old 
Guards as Senator Everett Dirk- 
sen of Illinois and State Chair- 
man Weyne Hood of Michigan. 
He had allied himself with these 
Old Guard recruits in laying out 
the campaign plan, 

One result was an early cam- 
p schedule which required 
Eisenhower to.give most of his 
attention to the states where 
Tafts Senate supporters were 
running for re-election, while 
neglecting the big, pivotal but 
anti-Taft coastal states. 

This led to a furious debate be- 
tween Summerfield & Co. and 
such original Eisenhower support- 
ers as Senator Henry Cabot Lodge 


Sherman Adams of New Hamp- 
shire. 


In the upshot, the campaign 
schedule was altered, and Sun 
merfield’s policy-making powers 
were transferred to a small spé- 
cial group headed by Gov. Adams, 


Grass Roots Campaign. 

The struggle thereupon trans- 
ferred itself to the grass roots, 
and here it goes on. 

There are marked variations 
from state to state. In Wisconsin, 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy is 
thought certain to be re-elected. 
Thus the organization there, 
thinking their own candidate is 
safe, does not much care if Eisen- 
hoWwer loses their state. 

In Indiana, by way of contrast, 
Senator William E, Jenner is in 
grave danger and the organiza- 
tion is ready to work for Eisen- 
hower for Jenner’s sake. Jenner 
himself, while continuing to at- 
tack what are actually Eisenhow- 
er’s policies, has been seeking to 
run on Eisenhower's coattails, at 
least until McCarthy’s Wisconsin 
victory. He is quite likely, how- 
ever, to grab for McCarthy's coat- 
tails now. 

Here in Ohio, again, the state 
organization has no enthusiasm 
whatever for the Republican pres- 
idential candidate, but Senator 
John Bricker has been doing ev- 
erything possible to mobilize all 
other Republicans for the current 
struggle. Bricker is up for re- 
election. He does not greatly love 
his over-shadowing Senate col- 
league. He has an important in- 
terest in a big Republican turn- 
out in Ohio. For the time being, 
therefore, he cannot do too much

Deliberately or otherwise, some Americans 
have completely misunderstood the meaning of 
McCarthy. They have tried to persuade them- 
selves that he is only another politician, with 
whom others happen to disagree; that he may 
have made some mistakes, but -nevertheless 
‘serves a useful purpose{ that his victory in the 


Wisconsin primary must somehow dignify and 


sanctify what he stands for. 

The fact that McCarthy can win votes is, of 
course, the heart of the problem. For he wins 
votes by offering himself as a channel through 
which all the frustrations and discontents and 
fears of this troubled time can express them- 
selves. 

People who are unhappy about the Korean 
war (as who is not?) can find an outlet for 
their feelings in McCarthy. He does not tell 
them how to solve the Korean crisis, but he 
tells them that softness toward Communism 
and treason in high places created it. This is 
a lie, but people who are stirred by emotion 
more than by rational analysis can vote against 
the Korean war by voting for McCarthy. 


McCarthy offers the same nostrum to cure 
all other ills. Are you disturbed by inflation 
McCarthy gives 
you the Communists to blame for it. 

Are you fearful of Russia and of another 
world war? McCarthy tells you that everything 
could be taken care of by purging your own 
Government of subversive influences which he 
falsely depicts as dominant. 


Do you worry about the dangers of an uneasy 
world, about the intricate problems facing the 
nation, about high taxes and insecurity and an 
uncertain future? McCarthy simplifies them 
all down to one elemental hatred; he bids you 
hate the Kremlin and hate the unnamed traitors 
who are alleged to be serving the Kremlin. 


All this has very little to do with honest 
opposition to Communism and sincere loyalty 
to American ideals. Both the opposition and 
the loyalty are so nearly universal that there 
is little to argue about. McCarthy is what he 
is not because he opposes Communism but 
because he exploits the fear of it for his 
own political gain. If Communism and all the 
Communists were to disappear overnight, Mc- 
Carthy would have to invent an equivalent 
scapegoat on which he could focus the fears 
and frustrations of the gullible. 


Is this not a familiar pattern? Is it any 
wonder that a great many thoughtful Wisconsin 
citizens have had the awful feeling in recent 
weeks that’ they were re-living the days of 
pre-Nazi Germany?

Stated in its inconsistent entirety, Senator 
Kem’s position on REA is that he is in favor of 
it, but under conditions that would insure its 
failure.

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_ Questions About Congressmen 

After five days of testimony behind closed 
doors, former Assistant Attorney General T. 
Lamar Caudle is scheduled to take the stand in 
open hearings of the House subcommittee inves- 
tigating the Department of Justice. | 

Caudle, who was dismissed fyom the federal 
service by President Truman for “outside activi- 
ties,” is understood to have told the investigators 
that he was under considerable pressure from 
sources outside the Justice Department, appar- 
ently from members of Congress. It will be in- 
teresting to see whether he talks on this subject 
for the benefit of the public ear. 

A few congressional names have been brought 
into the investigation of Washington scandals, 
notably those of Senator H. Styles Bridges of 
New Hampshire and Senator Owen Brewster of 
Maine. Both of these Republicans were linked 
with Washington’s mystery man, Henry Grune- 
wald. ; 

Bridges seems to have had considerable influ- 
ence in the Department of Internal Revenue. 
And Brewster, as chairman of the Republican 
Senatorial Campaign Committee, borrowed 
money from Grunewald to aid Senator Nixon 
of California, now the G.O.P. vice presidential 
candidate, and Senator Young of North Dakota 
in their primary campaigns. 

Both Bridges and Brewster, however, were 
treated with kid gloves by the investigators.

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Teacher TV’s Courses 

How to make the best use of television for 
teaching and learning should be very much on 
the mind of teachers and parents in St. Louis. 
There is every reason to believe that TV will be 
the new teacher in the classroom within a year, 
according to the chairman of the Mayor’s Com- 
mittee on Educational Television, Raymond H. 
Wittcoff. 

One of Ahe best guides to effective use of 
teaching-TV is the experience schools thropgh- 
out the world have already had with film.

Business men would do well to study 
the unfair sales laws for they could be- 
come a restraint upon competition more 
effective than anything encountered since 
the NRA codes. 

The basic doctrine Inherent in the un- 
fair sales laws is that a sale below cost 
or below a_ specified mark-up is an 
economic ¢vil, and should be prevented 
and punishable by penalties. 

Minimum prices to protect all members, 
inefficient and efficient alike, have been a 


primary objective of modern cartel agree- 


ments, although experience soon showed 
that the minimum 
prices could beymain- 
tained only by\imit- 
ing production. The 
National Industrial 
Conference Board re- 
ported in its 1931 
study of German in- 
dustry: “Pure or sim- 
ple price cartels are 
not found in any im- 
portartt industry be- 
cause price fixing

sible.” 

In this ,country, 
pool agreements de- Ojiver Wendell Holmes 
signed to prevent 
price cutting were outlawed by the Sher- 
man Act. But the Sherman Federal Trade 
Commission and Robinson-Patman Acts 
have themselves been used to halt sales 
below cost deliberately designed to force 
a competitor out of business, 

Some of the early state anti-trust laws 
forbid sales below cost made with intent 
to destroy competition. Malicious price 
cutting to injure a particular competitor 
has also been condemned as a tort on 
occasion by the courts, ; 


"Value of Free Competition 


- All the general unfair sales laws but 
that of Oregon prohibit sales below cost 
only when made with intent to injure 
competitors or to deceive purchasers. 
Failure to specify such intent caused the 
courts to invalidate some of the early 
statutes that have since been amended. 


The fact of the matter is that évery 
price reduction can be said to hurt com- 
petitors, at least initially. The great Oliver 
Wendell Holmes reco this more than 
half a century ago when he wrote that, 
in enforcing competition, the law adopts 
the economic postulate that “free compe- 
tition is worth more to society than it 
costs.” But minimum price legislation 
adopts the opposite postulate; that free 
competition among sellers does more harm

covering an industry and locality is evi- 
dence of costs, except where the individual 
seller can prove that his own costs are 
lower from his records. 


In these “‘cost survey” states—Arkansas, 
California; Colorado, Kentucky, Minnesota, 
Montana, Oregon, Washington, and Wyom- 
ing—sellers who do not have adequate 
and continuous records run the danger of 
being held to violate the law. They are 
likely to incur severe penalties, even 
though their intent is to sell above their 
costs as they estimate them. 


The minimum mark-up provisions in- 
cluded in someé of the unfair sales laws 
to guide computations applicable to 
wholesalers and retailers are particularly 
mischievous. The laws of 15 states specify 
a wholesale mark-up of 2 per cent ‘and any 
wholesaler who claims he can do business 
for less must prove his conftntion. In 18 
states a retailer is similarly required to 
include a specified mark-up unless he can 
prove his cost of doing business is less. 


Triple-Threat to Business 


But the minimum varies from 4 per cent 
in Pennsylvania to 12 per cent in Arizona. 
Nothing illustrates the arbitrary nature of 
this minimum - price legislation so elo- 
quently as the variation in mark-up among 
the different states. 

All types of unfair sales laws, and par- 
ticularly the minimum mark-up and the 
oon survey statutes make no provision 

or: 

1. New enterprises that must sell at a 
loss for a time before becoming estab- 
lished. Thus, potential competition is 
headed off by unfair sales laws. 

2. Concerns in other fields which are 
eager to enter an industry, but which 
would probably have to sell at a loss before 
establishing themselves therein. 


3. Enterprises eager to develop by- 
products that must be sold at a loss during 
development and promotion. 


4. Businesses that want to pursue an 
aggressive promotional price policy, seek- 
ing to sell at a loss temporarily in order 
to boost demand, with volume sales paving 
the way for a reduction in unit costs, 
Many of our industries would never have 
developed the mass markets they now en- 
joy if they could not have sold at a loss 
for limited periods while demand was be- 
ing stimulated.

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Beer, Cigarette Advertisers Face 
Inquiry on TV-Radio Techniques 


Head of Congress Group-Says Most Com- 
plaints From Public Are Against 
| Such Promotion. 


|| WASHINGTON, Sept. 17 (AP) 
\|— Representative Harris (Dem.), 


Arkansas, said today that repre- 
sentatives of leading beer and 
cigarette advertisers would be 
called before a congressional 
committee to explain their radio- 
television promotion techniques. 

Harris heads an interstate sub- 
committee which is exploring 
“objectionable programs” on the 
air. Open hearings continued 
today with radio-TV industry 
spokesmen testifying. 

Harris told reporters his group 
would study “misleading” adver- 
tising, as well as entertainment 
programs featuring crime ‘or im- 
morality. The purpose is to de- 
termine whether legislative con- 
trols are needed. 

A representative of the United 
States Brewers Foundation is 
scheduled to testify later this 
month. Harris said major ciga- 
rette companies and possibly other 
heavy advertisers would be asked 
to send representatives later. 

The majority of several hun- 
dred complaints which he has re- 
ceived, Harris said, objected to 
advertising beer over the air. 
Others protested against ciga- 
rette advertising. 

Harris added that these cdm- 
plaints outweighed protests over 
crime stories or off-color jokes. 

Harris said during yesterday’s 
hearing the committee was par- 
ticularly interested in exploring 
cigarette advertising which in- 
volved the “impersonation of phy- 
sicians,” the use of screen stars 
to popularize certain brands, and 
techniques, “related to public 
health.” 

The advertisers, he said, also 
will be asked whether they deter- 
mine the subject matter of their 
programs and whether they pre- 
vent local stations from cutting 
off those they find objectionable. 

Ralph W. Hardy of the National 
Association of Radio and Televi- 
sion Broadcasters testified yester- 
day that local stations exercise 
complete autonomy in determin- 
ing what network programs they 
broadcast. 

He said also the industry be- 
lieves that advertising which con- 
forms to regulations of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission and is in 
“good taste” should be _ per- 


‘mitted, Hardy said the best way 


to control objectionable programs 
is to turn the dial. 

“This is no solution,” Harris 
told reporters, “because radio 
and TV are now a part of every 
American home.” 

Another NARTB official; Thad 
H. Brown Jr., showed the com- 
mittee a copy of a relatively new 
television code by which, he said, 
the industry hopes to exercise 
self-control. The code, which has 
been in effect for six months, 
contains detailed recommenda- 
tions for handling such subjects 
as liquor and sex. 

Harris said he was impressed 
by the code but added it would 
be difficult to enforce. 

“It shows, however,” he said, 
“that the industry is aware of the 
problem it faces and -is taking 
steps to meet it.”

PARIS, Sept. 17 — “Fraction- 
ism” is the charge against two 
etop executives of the French Com- 
munist party, demoted in a sur- 


prise decision that has bared dis- 


sension in the executive ranks of 
the party; which boasts it is the 
most disciplined agency of Soviet 
policy in western Europe. 

The party secretariat disclosed 
in its newspaper l’'Humanite to- 
day that Andre Marty has been 
dismissed from the four-man sec- 
retariat and Charles Tillon from 
the Politburo, thus confirming 
‘yesterday's reports of their pun- 
ishment for refusing to go along 
with the party’s new policy of 
seeking co-operation with Social- 
ists and other groups who might 
help promote Communist objec- 
tives. 

The charge against the two ap- 
parently is a somewhat lesser 
fault than “deviationism.” In any 
‘event, the two veterans of the 
party, both of whom were prom- 
nent in the Communist-led 
mutiny of the French fleet in the 
Black sea in 1919, were not forced 
to resign.

LONDON, Sept. 17—Informed 
quarters said today Britain will 
maintain its blockade of Iranian 
oil in the face of Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh’s threats to 
break relations with Britain uii- 
less it is called off. 

The underlying reason for try- 
ing to prevent the sale of Iran’s 
oil is not a simple question of 
prestige in the British-Iranian 
dispute, the same quarters said. 
They said the basic consideration 
is fear that a further weakening 
of the British position would 
amount to virtual encouragement 
of other Middle Eastern coun- 
tries to take over Britain’s oil 
properties. 

Expropriation throughout the 
Arab world would be a catas- 
trophe for Britain, economically 
and militarily, and would not be 
without importance for Middle 
Eastern oil concessions of the 
United States. The British can- 
not afford to allow Mossadegh to 
seize the Anglo-Iranian proper- 
ties and get away with it easily. 
These considerations have 
played a key role in the long con- 
troversy with Iran, but they came 
to the fore again yesterday when 
Mossadegh made a speech in the 


'Majlis (lower house of Parlia-

ment) in Tehran that further 
tightened the deadlock. 

In the words of one informant, 
the Iranian Premier's latest rejec- 
tion of the Truman-Churchill of- 
fer of two weeks ago was “even 
worse” than expected.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17 (AP)—

and the Roman Catholic Church 
for conferences on what it termed 
persecution of Protestants in Co- 
lombia, it was disclosed yester- 
day. 

The confederation, which in- 
cludes 17 Protestant denomina- 
tions, has charged that Protestants 
have been victims of ‘atrocious 
violence” in the predominantly 
Catholic Scuth American country. 


RED LOSSES HEAVY

MANILA, Sept. 17 (UP)—Viet 
Nam Defense Minister Joseph 
Nghien Van Tri said today the 
government forces are winning 
the war in Indochina and the 
Communists are 
heavily.” 

Van Tri, who heads his coun- 
try’s delegation to the Southeast 
Asia Veterans’ Conference which 
opened today, said about 1000 
Vietminh troops were killed and 
another 1000 rebels were cap- 
tured nine days ago near Hue in 
central Viet Nam. 

Van Tri said United States mil- 
itary assistance to Viet Nam was 
“arriving faster than before and 
in larger quantities.” United 
States aid consists of rifles, ma- 
chine guns, artillery pieces, ships, 
ammunition and other military 
equipment, he said. 

The minister said the rebels oc- 
cupy about one-third of Viet Nam 
territory near the Chinese fron- 
tier which is comprised mostly of 
mountainous and nonproductive 
areas.

Buchanan and Platte counties, 
and all waters in Lawrence, Jas- 
per, and Newton counties, be- 
tween the hours of 12:00 noon 
and 12:00 midnight, from Octo- 
ber 1 to December 31. No fish 
may be so taken at any time in 
any waters designated as trout 
water or in any state park. No 
person while wading may use 
such gig or spear to take fish. 
. .. Daily limit and possession 
limit 25 and 50 pounds, plus 
one fish”—Wildlife Code of 
Missouri, 1952. 

This regulation of the Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission 
is more controversial than all 
the other 74 pages of the Code 
book combined. The giggers 
and the nongiggers have waged 
relentless war on this subject, 
with the Conservation Commis- 
sion squarely in the middle. 
Organized groups of sportsmen 

| have appealed for abolishment 
| of any gigging whatsoever and 
| some fish-giggers’ organizations 
| are on record asking for a year- 
| round open season on nongame 
. fish. 
|  $ome county prosecuting at- 
| torneys are loath to file charges 
_ against out-cf-season giggers 
| because the local sentiment in 
_ their county is overwhelmingly 
| opposed to any such regulation. 
' Urban fishermen, who are de- 
| votees of the fly and bait rod, 
| are positive that the giggers 
_ oad their boat to the gunwales 
| with every species of fish that 
| swims, while some giggers are 
' convinced that the “sport” fish- 
' ermen, with their fancy rods 
and. artificial lures, have 
stripped the streams of every- 
thing except the minnows. 
Weather Against Giggers. 
' The spearing fraternity is 
| protesting the three months al- 
_ lotted them for their activities. 
| They argue that during these 
three months on the Ozark 
| streams there is almost a con- 
| stant vapor arising from the 
_ streams, due.to the difference 
_in temperatures of the water 
| and air. It is their contention 
that this fog definitely prevents 
visibility’ for any distance and, 
as a result, successful trips are 
| reduced to a minimum. They 
| are also convinced that there 
| is just as much art and skill in 
\ casting the spear and hitting a 


rapidly moving fish as there is } 


in casting the fly or plug back 
_into the pockets where the 
| game fish may be lurking. 
| Most of the giggers com- 
_plain that the months allotted 
them are so cold that the joy 
of the trip is overshadowed by 
the discomfiture. ‘Cold feet, 
frost-tinged noses, and a thin 
coating of ice on the gig han- 
j ae,” they say, “is not condu- 
‘ cive to kind thoughts about 
| those who make the regulations 
| jn steam-heated rooms.” 
Giggers feel they should be 
| permitted an open season when 
the suckers and redhorse are 
They believe that 
it should run concurrently with 
the grabbing and snaring season 
which extends from April 15 to 
| May 15. This would furnish 
' plenty of fish for the family 
table and the excess could be 
canned and used during the 
‘winter months. 
| The fly and plug fishermen 
contend that it is entirely op- 
tiohal with the fish whether 
they are tempted to strike the 
artificial lures, but that they 
have no choice other than to be 
impaled on the tines of the gig 
by the skilled spearman. 

Some sport fishermen also ac- 
cuse the giggers of making no 
distinction between game and 
nongame fish. They believe 
that many giggers, especially 
during the month of December 

_ when fish life is in semi-hiber- 

' Nation and the water is crystal- 
clear, cannot resist the tempta- 
tion, to take the large, fat jack 

' salmon that are lying dormant 
at the bottom of the deep holes. 
They claim these are sacked 

- separately from the rest of the 
kill and, if the fishermen are 
hailed for a search, they gently 
ease their contraband overboard 
and pay no penalty for their 
shortcomings. 


Always Two Sides. 

Many followers of the rod 
and reel contend that the gigger 
cannot distinguish between the 

- game and nongame fish when 
the fish are rapidly speeding 
past the outer circle of the glar- 
ing light made by the gasoline 
torch on the gigger’s boat. 

Paradoxically, both schools of 
thought are right—and both are 
wrong. If rough or non«:™e 
fish are not removed from the 
streams, the game fish are 
crowded out. If a great propor- 
tion of the rough fish are re- 
moved, then there is no forage 
for the game fish except each 
other. Each balances the other. 

But, by far, the greatest evil 
of the controversy stems from 
the human equation of selfish- 
ness and greed and lack of con- 
sideration for their fellow man. 
Each side should give and take 
and a compromise should be 
reached which would be fair 
and equitable to all. 

Land is being posted against 
trespass and wires are being 
stretched across streams forbid- 
ding any fishing. The feeling 
is intense and bitter. Some 
Moses is needed to rise up and 
Yead the way if we are to reach 
the Promised Land of equal 
recreational rights forall. One 
of our greatest recreational 
blessings—fishing—is in grave 
danger if a solution is not 
quickly forthcoming!

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Spread Versus the T; 

Enough Offense for All. 

F MEYER didn’t invent the 
| spreaa formation, the latest 

rage in offenses, he at least 
popularized an exciting attack- 
ing style in which the line can 
be spaced as much as 27 yards 
across the field. 

The Horned Frogs —they’ll 
probably be purple - helmeted 
and white-jerseyed — use the 
more conventional double wing- 
back at times. But when they 
go into the spread, it'll be 
easily recognized. The line will 
fan out, ends extremely wide 
and three backs out as flankers, 
just the required one yard be- 
hind the line of scrimmage. 
The tailback or deep man will 
be nearly 10 yards behind cen- 
ter, ready to fade and fire 
away, throw on the go laterally 
or—if he can elude onrushing 
linemen—start on a long run 
back to the scrimmage line and 
perhaps beyond. 

The spread is interesting and 
the play easy to follow, at least 
from a_ stadium or pressbox 
seat,. but the formation might 
remind the viewer more of bas- 
ketball than football.

Kemper as ‘Cunning Leader’ 
of Southwestern Gang. 


—Harden Collins Kemper, de- 
scribed as “the cunning leader of 


a southwestern ‘automobile theft 
ring,” today was put on the FBI’s 
list of 10 most wanted fugitives, 
Kemper, 50 years old, replaces 
Leonard Joseph Zalutsky, arrested 
Sept. 8 at Beaver Falls, Pa. 


Kemper is wanted on a federal 
charge of interstate transportation 
of stolen motor vehicles. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation said 
the ring headed by Kemper stole 
58 cars in 1950 and 1951. His 
criminal record, dating back to 
1926, includes convictions for 
forgery and violation of the white 
slave traffic act. 


The FBI said Kemper, who 
“may. be armed and is considered 
dangerous,” rented a large estate 
near Taos, N.M., in December 
1951 and used it for “processing” 
automobiles stoien in neighboring 
states. 


Kemper and nine others accused 
of forming the theft ring were 
rounded up by the FBI and local 
police in. New Mexico, Arizona, 
and Texas between March 11 and 
March 15, 1951. In October of 
that year Kemper was sentenced 
in United States district court at 
Santa Fe, N.M., to five years in 
prison for conspiracy to violate 
the law against interstate trans- 
portation of stolen motor vehicles.

OMEWORK or no homework? That is a question which

| To abolish all homework outright still seems to us a revo- 
lutionary suggestion—though many qualified authorities favor 
it.

| CERTAINLY TOO MUCH of the average teacher's time 
is spent in giving out, and then in collecting and correcting, 
hamework.

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Plum Family 
Has Flavor. 


All Its Own 


By Edith M. Barber 


HE plum has a flavor all its 

own. Each of the many varie- 

ties can be distinguished from 
the others, yet the fruit can al- 
ways be recognized as belonging 
to the plum family. When the 
large luscious fruit, generally yel- 
low or red, is in market it is 
often eaten out of hand. . 
- Of course, those who are ‘for- 
tunate enough to have a tree that 
bears well may have enough to 
use some of them for cooked des- 
serts and jam and jelly. For the 
latter purpose, the small Damson 
is preferred. It is often too sour 
to be eaten in raw form; but that 
fact makes it particularly satis- 
factory for preserves. The wild 
fruit, also much in demand, is of 
two types. One type grows on 
trees in country districts. The 
other is the beach plum, small 
and bitter but full of flavor when 
it is combined with sugar for a 
tart jelly, so good with any meat 
or game. 

The greatest proportion of 
cultivated plums are of the prune 
type, most of which are dried. 
The dried fruit from California 
is so sweet that after cooking it 
needs no additional sugar, while 
the Oregon variety is tarter and, 
for this reason, favored by some, 

Plum Dumplings 

One quart whole plums, 1 and 
one-half cup boiling water, one 
and one-half cups sugar, one cup 
mashed potatoes, one cup sifted 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
fourth cup melted shortening, one 
egg, slightly beaten.: 

Halve and pit plums. Cook in 
boiling water until almost ten- 
der. Add one and one-half cups 
sugar and stir over low heat un- 
til dissolved. Boil one to two 
minutes until thickened slightly. 
Have ready dumpling mixture, 
To prepare: Mix potatoes, flour, 
salt, melted shortening and 
slightly beaten egg. Drop dough 


from teaspoon on top of stewed 


plums and cook slowly, uncovered, 
servings.

North’s heart raise may seem 
unduly daring, but North figured.‘ 
that South must have a very good 
heart suit for his original double. 
and following bid at the three-. 
level. If it was a six-card suit or. 
a near-solid five-card suit, North’s 
doubleton support might easily 
be good enough. 

West opened the spade queen 
and, on East’s nine-spot signal, 
continued with the deuce. East 
won the trick with the spade jack, 
and he should have realized that 
another spade lead couldn’t pos 
sibly go*wrong, but, feeling that 
he had dummy’s long club suit 
controlled with the king, East 
elected to lead the ace and ah- 
other trump. 

Declarer took the second trump 
lead and continued with another 
high trump, discarding a club 
from the board. It was interest- 
ing to South that East showed 
three hearts; South now led. an- 
other trump, discarding a second 
club, and when East discarded a 
diamond, South’s fund of infor- 
mation was growing. 

Two vital factors were clear to 
declarer: East had started out 
with five spades, since West cer- 
tainly would have led low from 
Q-x-x, and East also held the 
club king, since he could not con- 
ceivably have defended as he did 
without that supposedly control- 
ing card. The only crucial point 
to be determined, then, was how 
many clubs East held. : 

South investigated. He lafa 
down the ace and queen of dia- 
monds, and when East followed 
suit, his original distribution was 
charted as five spades, three 
hearts, at least three diamonds 
and consequently, no more than 
two clubs. Acting on this knowl- 
edge, South simply led his clih 
to the ace and returned a low 
club from dummy for a ruff—he 
did not commit the fatal error of 
leading the club queen for this 
ruffing play. 

Perhaps it is anti-climactic to 
point out that a third spade lead 
by East would have let his part- 
ner over-ruff dummy with the 
heart ten, for the sure defeat of 
the contract.

| W HENEVER we are directly 


under a light, so that: it 

seems to penetrate us from 
above, there is never a shadow.

The 
cancerous are hardly ever told 
by physicians that they are af- 
flicted; relatives keep the fact 
from them and thus give them 
no warning that they ought to 
prepare for eternity; and when 
death strikes, the newspapers 
rarely mention the name. 

This disease which works de- 
struction unseen, but works 
nevertheless, parallels the psy- 
chological attitude toward guilt. 
Educators, parents and social 
workers are told never to use 
the word to children and to 
patients lest they create an ab- 
normality. But all the while the 
hidden anti-moral state ruineth 
all within. 

The two most real but hidden 
afflictions of man, cancer and 
guilt, are both concéaled, hid- 


‘which we 


den and even denied. But they 
are real shadows, one on body 
the other on soul. It may in- 
deed be true that cancer is 
the physical symbol of the 
moral state of mankind—a 
plague that makes progress with 
the denial of its existence. 
* * * 

THE MORAL SHADOW of 
guilt is more our present con- 
cern and its ravages are alarm- 
ing. If a man fights against 
his own shadow as he ought to 
do, he stores himself to inner 
peace and contentment. But 
no man can deny the shadow 
(for it is too real and poign- 
ant) without attributing it to 
Someone else. He thus pro- 
jects his evil or shadow away 
from himself and begins blam- 
ing others. 

Picture millions of people 
each disowning his shadow, and 
pushing their shadows together 
into one great tremendous 
shadow. That total darkness 
is totalitarianism: ‘Guilt then 


appears in the form of “de- - 


mocracy” as it is for Fascists, 
or as “non-Aywran” as it was 
for the Nazis, or as “capitalists” 
as it is for the Communists, 


or “religion” as it is for athe- 


ists. 
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UNLESS THE SHADOW is 
fought individualized, it will 
become communal; unless it is 
recognized and eliminated in 
the area where it properly be- 
longs, namely in personal re- 
sponsibility, it will be fought 
against a neighbor, or a nation, 
or a people! 

To pool our shadows is the 
beginning of false wars in 
draw the. sword 
against our neighbor igstead of 
against our own vices and con- 
cupiscences. 

Innocence is to be recovered 
{in another way than by making 
some other group guilty. The 
arm of God Is not shortened 
in His Mercy and Forgiveness. 
He is ready to bless and give us 
a fresh start, but He cannot 
do this unless we bring our 
own personal shadow to Him 
Who is the Light of the World. 

Then only will peace come!

Non-Working Thermostats. 


E HAVE a theory that the 
W troubie with an awful lot of 

house heating systems is the 
thermostat and nothing more, In 
spite of its size, a thermostat has 
a tremendous influence on your 
furnace and if the thermostat is 
not up to par the furnace won't 
be either. 

First there are the thermostats 
that have just worn out and some- 
times work the way they should 
but usually don’t. They’ll forget 
to call for heat when they should 
and then call for it when they 
shouldn’t. This makes life during 
the cold weather sort of uncom- 
fortable. 

Then there are the tired ther- 


mostats that call for heat hours | 


after they should. The best thing 
for these thermostats is a trip to 
the junk yard. 

Of course, there are a lot of 
thermostats that are fine except 
that they are in the wrong loca- 
tion. We know of one that is 
right opposite a window and on 
clear days this one picks up so 
much heat from the sun that’ it 
never calls for heat at all even 
though the rest of the house is 
icy cold. : 

Another thermostat is on the 
wall right over a floor register 
and the second heat comes up, 
the thermostat shuts it off. 


In that particular house you 


have to sit on top of ‘the, thermo- 
stat to be comfortable which is 
doing things the hard way espe- 
cially in a family of eight. 
Anyway check the location of 
your thermostat to be sure it 
isn’t being influenced by direct

If each 
of us will see to it that our own 
baliwick is as alert.as possible 
to its democratic responsibil- 
ities and never neglect the 
democratic process of effort to 
understand the issues so that 
the citizens can intelligently

,day, ‘then we will gradually 


have a country in which a real 
democracy functions. 

I was glad to see that the 
speakers at the citizenship rally 
in New York City stressed the 
obligation to vote. That is our 
first obligation and we should 
all inform ourselves as well as 
we can to vote intelligently on 
election day—for local, state 
and national officials. I realize 
there may be some difficulty 
but it is always possible to be- 
come well informed.
